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r*HE battle of giants in the great

However, I think we should go 
slow in forming judgment as to the 
extent of the German difficulties 
The world-heating Hitler is in 
bad hole, but we shall do well to 
stick with the admonition that 
“sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof/' and not make grandiose 
forecasts. 
True, the picture is gloomy for 
the Nazis. Even Berlin has been 
forced to the unwelcome task of 
preparing the long suffering Ger­ 
man public for another catastro­ 
phe. The only question remaining 
is what the extent of the calamity 
will be. 
The Nazi capital has broadcast 
news of "a large German with­ 
drawal moment” in the Dnieper 
bend. Worried Hitlerite Charlie Mc- 
Carthys have passed on to the peo­ 
ple the bitter information that a 
large part of their thousand-mile 
line has been forced back.

I'was barefooted, having lost 
both my flying boots and shoes, 
but I managed to walk to a hos­ 
pital two blocks away. 
“For four days I couldn't even 
remember my name, and the Ger­ 
man lieutenant tried to help me. 
He even showed me his own iden­ 
tification papers as a means of 
trying to restore my memory.” 
Lieut. Robert Taylor, whose ad­ 
dress Spring did not know, also 
escaped from the Fortress and Is 
believed safe in Germany. 
Spring credited a British army 
surgeon with saving his life by a 
complicated skull operation at a 
German hospital camp at Ober- 
massfeld, using only simple instru 
men ta. 
He described the surgeon, who 
he knew only as Henderson, as one 
of the six foremost brain special­ 
ists in the world and added the 
Germans respect him so much they 
took even civilian cases to him. 
One other returned American 
prisoner at this hospital camp Is 
Pvt. Robert M. Scott of Greens­ 
boro, N. C., a paratrooper.

Their retreat this summer to 
the Dnieper was a military master­ 
piece and we have no right to jump 
to the conclusion that they won’t 
be able to duplicate this feat now. 


THE depth of their retreat na­ 
turally will depend on pressure 
from the Russians. We believe that 
the German command plans ulti­ 
mately to retire to the defenses of 
Hitler’s European fortress, close 
to the frontiers of the reich. How­ 
ever, their tactics now are to play 
for time—to give their luck a 
chance to turn. 
Therefore one would expect them 
to hope to make a stand on the 
so-called Odessa line, thus protect­ 
ing the gateway to the Balkans.

ESPITE what appeared to be plain Instruc­ 
tions from their organisation chiefs, more 
than 40,000 members of United Mine Workers 
remained away from work yesterday. They did 
this In the face of a shortage of coal threatening 
<o become one of the nation’s gravest problems 
In its second fall winter of war. 
Their action Is described as a “wildcat strike", 
though it appears that the miners, themselves, 
may have felt they were following their anion’s 
established policy of refusing to work without a 
contract Whatever othpr factors may have en­ 
tered Into the stoppage—and It cannot be ex* 
plained satisfactorily without making allowances 
for a number of other things—the net effect Is 
to raise a doubt about the ability of United Mine 
Workers as an organisation to accept responslbll* 
tty for Its awn members. 
This Is not the Aret wildcat strike, and it is 
not specifically a reflection on any one labor 
organisation, but rather on the practicability of 
collective bargaining without perfect discipline. 
When men refuse to work at their jobs contrary 
to the expressed wishes of their own labor union 
and their government, they are disorganised, not 
organised labor.

Government Should Set An Example 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S tart dstense of oc- 
* 
cupatlonal deferments for a vaguely speci­ 
fied percentage of the government’s , civilian 
employes will not stop critics in either house of 
congress, or outside congress. 
Government stands obligated to set a flawless 
example for all employers in handling deferments. 
Until the critics are satisfied that this is being 
done, they will continue to make themselves 
heard. 
Government’s position in a matter of this kind 
Is complicated, moreover, by a popular feeling 
that some of the work it might hold to be of such 
Importance that deferments are In order for In­ 
dividuals performing it Is not, In fact, objectively 
Important at a ll This feeling is particularly 
strong in eases where there Is no direct bearing 
on the national war effort. 
The question of the government’s policy on 
deferments should be kept open until the critics 
are satisfied, and no doubt It will be. Meanwhile, 
further thought will be given to the latest declare* 
tlon by Its best authorized spokesman .that the 
Roosevelt administration should stand above 
reproach. 
This is what Wendell Winkle was talking about 
recently when ha described the tendency of an 
administration that remains In power a long time 
toward implicit faith In ita own way of doing 
things and arbitrary rejection of all suggestions 
to the contrary. 


HEN dreams and visions have 
run their course and the post­ 
war period becomes a reality, the 
American people’s unsatisfied de­ 
mand for better housing will be 
one of' the Important facte of eco­ 
nomics.

The United States department of 
commerce and the United States 
Chamber of Commerce agree on 
a prediction that at least one mil­ 
lion housing units a year will be 
built for at least a decade after 
the war ends—more each year 
than ever have been built before 
In a single year. 
William J. Moll, housing expert 
of U. S. Chamber of Commerce, 
calculates 
that 
if 
the 
average 
dwelling bas a life of 831 years, 
replacements required for urban 
families would total about 400,000 
units a year. 
Thna, during the last decade the 
United States would seem to have 
accumulated, due to increase in 
the number of families and obso- 
leeence of existing dwellings, a de­ 
ficiency of 4,800,000 non-farm bous­ 
ing units. 
AU authorities agree the exist­ 
ing housing deficit Is increasing 
steadily under 
present 
building 
materials priorities which confine 
home building to war housing. 
A sampling survey conducted 
by the Chamber of Commerce, car­ 
ried through last August, indi­ 
cated 1,840,000 families planned to 
build or buy new dwellings during 
the first six months after the end 
of the war—an estimated annual 
expenditure of more than seven 
billion dollars. 
Better housing Ie one of the fa­ 
vorite Intended uses of money in­ 
vested In War Bonds. 


B1housing after the war will not 
produce a building 
boom 
auto­ 
matically. 
Steps will have to be taken to 
satisfy the demand on equitable 
terms. 
During the housing boom 
following the last war. mass hous­ 
ing for lower income families was 
comparatively neglected. 
While the 
war was still 
In 
progress, predictions of a tremend­ 
ous popular demand for better 
housing afterward were common, 
bot high costs of materials and 
labor brought a quick check to 
popular demand. 
. 
Between 1918 and 1920, cost of 
materials advanced 52 percent and 
labor more than 55 percent. 
When 
the 
post-Wot Id War I 
boom wa* revived after a few 
years, 
builders 
concentrated on 
housing in higher-price brackets. 
The building Industry would have 
to adopt the same policy today, 
unless something ooufld be done 
to stlmulste low-cost housing by 
reducing labor and material costs 
relative to the buyer’# ability to 
meet them, by reducing land val­ 
ues sud taxes and over-ooming 
some of the chaos caused by lack 
of uniformity in building codes. 
Despite numerous handicaps un­ 
der which the building Industry 
labors, the situation la not with­ 
out Indications that more and bet­ 
ter housing may be built after the 
war than ever before. 


HOUSING costs, which had been 
rising 
for 
several 
decades,

C i n c in n a t i—a new eye test to 
Insure greater safety fbr pilots 
has been reported to the Aero 
Medical Association of the United 
States by Dr. A. J. Herbolsheimer 
of the civil aeronautics administra­ 
tion. 
The test uses four spots of light 
in a novel way to catch the fault 
of double vision in pilot candidates 
for civil or military flying. Double 
vision is the same affliction, sober, 
that a person has with too many 
drinks 
Some smart boys learn the usual 
tests so well that even with double 
vision they have been able to fool 
the examining physician. Others 
have normal vision when fresh, but 
begin to see double with a little 
fatigue. Both conditions have been 
hard to l atch and both can be very 
dangerous. 
The four spots of light appear In 
total darkness. They are about the 
Bise of a cat’s eyes. One, two, three 
or four can he shown their positions 
at the corners of an imaginary rec­ 


tangle. Each spot can be either red 
or white. 
Eyes with double vision will see 
more than the right number of 
spots When a red (lass is placed 
before one eye, the trouble becomes 
worse for the double vision, and 
especially more .difficult for the 
fellow on the border line. But the 
boys can learn to call these spots 
and deceive the physician. . 
Dr. Herbolsheimer adds another 
glass, In addition to the red one. 
The second—a prism—causes even 
normal eyes to see double. Two 
spots become Tour and four spots 
look like eight. 
Also, the new apparatus enables 
the examining physician to change 
number, position or colors of spots 
at will. In any unexpected way he 
may choose. 
The double vision 
boys don’t 
know when one is two, or two 
should be called as one. for they 
never see, in the darkness, wheth­ 
er they are wearing a double vision 
lens.

IN CONGRESS now hearings are 
being held before the subcom­ 
mittee on war contract termina­ 
tions of the senate military affairs 
commmittee. 
It is one of those subjects gen­ 
erally considered dull 
as 
dish­ 
water. Although labor and indus­ 
try are Interested mightily, they 
aren’t particularly “bet up" about 
it and to much of the public “con­ 
tract termination" Is only a vague 
term that isn’t worth a second 
thought. 
That it’s worth more than a 
second and even third thought be­ 
comes obvious with the realiza­ 
tion that a sloppy, inept policy of 
contract terminations could wreck 
industry when war draws to a 
close and 
bring unprecedented 
unemployment, 
Industrial 
cbaoi 
and depresislon. 
It’s th# faar of that very thing 
that slows down the Industrial 
war effort every time we win vic­ 
tories and it appears that our en­ 
emies may be crushed within a 
few months, 
No industrialist wants to 
be 
caught napping when peace comes 
and those who can get out of the 
production of war goods and Into 


the production of civilian goods 
soonest are going to skim the 
cream from that lush vat of sav­ 
ings being held against the day 
when we can buy all the things we 
want to buy. 


IN ORDER to do that, they are 
going to have to wind up their 
war 
business 
with 
Uncle 
Sam 
speedily and without loss of work­ 
ing capital. That's what “contract 
termination" means but its magni­ 
tude can only be appreciated when 
you look at the facts. 
it’s a cinch now that there isn’t 
going to 
be any single V-day 
when all our enemies will fold up 
at once as they did in 1918. 
But if there were such a day 
there would be between 50 and 
75 billion dollars of unfinished 
business between Uncle Sam and 
war industries. This would In­ 
volve something like 250,000 pri­ 
mary contracts and more than 8,- 
000,000 subcontractors. 
On many of them, Uncle Sam 
merely can say we don’t want 
that now. But In many instances 
he can’t say that without wreck­ 
ing the producer who may have 
millions tied up in raw materials 
and overhead, and without throw­ 
ing hundreds of communities into 


an unemployment panic as manage­ 
ment scurries to financial cover 
by firing millions. 
In addition, it is estimated that 
Industry would have around 15 
billions tied up on partially com­ 
pleted 
contracts. 
The 
problem 
arises of how best Uncle Sam can 
dodge taking delivery of tanks, 
planes, guns, etc., which are no 
longer good for anything but the 
junk pile, without leaving the man­ 
ufacturers holding the sack. 
THERE already has been testi­ 
mony introduced that some of 
our biggest producers, some em­ 
ploying as many as 50,000 men, 
are operating on 
such 
narrow 
margins of working capital that 
they couldn’t go on for more than 
a week or two if the government 
suddenly should say we want no 
more of your product. 
Thought of in those terms, “con­ 
tract termination" becomes one of 
the vital issues of today. It is one 
peacetime issue that must be de-, 
cided while war Is going on. To 
delay might cause 
far greater 
waste than any the economy mind­ 
ed congressmen are talking about 
today.

THE moat misunderstood and the 
most discussed subject of the 
times, next to war, taxes, rationing, 
job freezing and price fixing, prob­ 
ably is rubber, especially synthetic 
rubber. 
A booklet prepared 
by Good­ 
year Tire and Rubber Co. tackles 
moat of the questions and mis­ 
understandings and attem pts 
to 
provide 
understandable 
answers, 
wherever answers are possible. 
“Will it or won’t it?” meaning 
will 
synthetic 
rubber 
take 
the 
place of real rubber or won’t it, 
is the starting point for a ques­ 
tion and answer presentation. 
To some extent, the booklet de­ 
clares. synthetic rubber can take 
the place of real rubber, The ex­ 
tent is being determined day by 
day by experiments and experience. 
Synthetic rubber has some merits 
not found In real . rubber and vice 
versa. 
It may be compared in many re­ 
spects with another synthetic ma­ 
terial, nylon. 
Just as nylon and silk are not 
the same thing, synthetic rubber 
and real rubber are not the same 
thing, but different products whose 
availability for the same uses has 


become an important national prob­ 
lem. 
A long list of everyday articles 
can be made successfully from 
synthetic. 
If tomorrow the pre-war supply 
of real rubber were to become 
available again, synthetic in all 
probability would continue to be 
used for many products. 
COST Is a major factor. Before 
the war, experiments with syn­ 
thetic were being conducted, but 
the application of the knowledge 
gained was restricted by the cost 
factor. 
Thus, synthetic automobile tires 
could not be marketed successful­ 
ly. 
because 
automobile 
owners 
would not have purchased them due 
to their higher cost. 
Furthermore, 
an 
incentive 
to 
use real rubber, in addition to 
its cheapness and availability, was 
the ease with which It could be 
worked. 
However, the cost of synthetic 
la being reduced to a point where 
It compares favorably with the pre­ 
war cost of real rubber. 
At the same time, manufactur­ 
ers are learning by slow and pain-

ful experience how to process it. 
The practicability of tires made 
of synthetic now is established. 
Principal remaining problem is 
the tendency of heavy duty tires 
to heat up, but the first truck tires 
of real rubber heated up, too, and 
engineers finally licked that prob­ 
lem. 
Tires made of a combination of 
synthetic and crude are giving 
excellent results, Just as tires made 
wholly of synthetic are giving good 
results on light vehicles and air­ 
planes. 
Experience indicates that syn­ 
thetic treads wear slightly better 
than crude rubber treads. 
S 
YNTHETIC production has been 
complicated by difficulty in ob­ 
taining materials to build produc­ 
ing facilities and in getting the 
raw materials for the synthetic 
itself. 
Petroleum 
and 
grain 
alcohol, 
both essential raw materials, also 
are in great demand for other war­ 
time necessities. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
United 
States 
is obtaining some crude rubber, 
but development of new sources 
takes time and production from 
established sources not controlled 
by the enemy Is limited. 
There is no Important “quick'’ 
source of natural rubber. Russian 
dandelion, 
goldenrod, 
milkweed. 
Cryptostegia and other weeds yield 
natural rubber but not in suffi­ 
cient quantities to be important. 
Reclaimed rubber has been a 
life-saver, but It lacks the resili­ 
ence of crude. However, for some 
products, it actually works better, 
as rubber heels. 


I 
T IS possible that man ultimate­ 
ly may go nature one better 
and produce a better product than 
crude rubber. 
Until the war is won. the United 
States will have to assume that 
it can he done. Incidentally, this 
country's rubber problem is no­ 
where near as grave as Germany’s. 
In the concluding passages of 
the 
Goodyear 
booklet, 
all 
syn­ 
thetic rubbers and synthetics that 
resemble rubber are listed by name 
and manufacture. 
Not only the rubber industry, 
but many manufacturers, in other 
industries have developed products 
in this category.

this year Postmaster Ralph Benedum warned today that ifs mail 
EARLIER”, and suggested that Yule mails should be posted in Novem­ 
ber to assure arrival. , 
In view of the unavoidable handicaps of war, there can be no 
assurance that gifts and cards* 
malled in the weeks immediately 
preceding Christmas will be de­ 
livered on time. 
“Such matters,” Mr. Benedum 
said, "must not impede the move­ 
ment of war materials and person­ 
nel and military mail.” 
The postmaster also reminded 
East Liverpool citizens of the dead­ 
line next Monday .for mailing par­ 
cels to navy personnel overseas. 
Explaining the tremendous task 
facing the postoffice department 
during 
the 
Christmas 
mailing 
period, the postmaster said trans­ 
portation facilities are heavily bur­ 
dened. The number of railway cars 
and airplanes available for hand­ 
ling Christmas mail is far below 
that of former years,” and that 
facilities simply are not avail­ 
able to transport and deliver, in 
the last three weeks before Christ­ 
mas, the tremendous quantities 
that we have moved in 
that 
period." 
More than 30,000 postal employes 
have gone into the armed forces, 
and they have been replaced in 
a large extent by inexperienced 
personnel, Mr. Benedum said, and 
the only way in which deliveries 
of Christmas mails can be made 
on time is by spreading the mail 
ings over a longer period so that 
available transportation equipment 
sad postal personnel can be used 
during more weeks.

A good woolen suit is 
worth good care even in normal 
times. Now it’s a vital obligation, 
but one that isn’t too difficult to 
fulfill. 
Begin your 
conservation 
pro­ 
gram, then, by practicing this care: 
Brush suits often, and always in 
the direction of the grain of the 
cloth. And brush the suit inside 
as well as out, in and around the 
pockets and inside trouser cuffs, 
if there are any. 
If a closet Is not well ventilated, 
it is a good notion to let a suit 
hang in the open air or where 
plenty of air circulates, before it 
goes into the closet. Then put 
suit on a hanger and hang it 
straight. 
Use Proper 8uit Hangers 1 
Use 
the 
proper 
hanger, 
the 
wooden hanger made with broad 
shoulders, 
especially 
for 
men’s 
jackets. Whatever hanger is used 
see that the shoulders set squarely 
on the hanger. Hang trousers on a 
special trouser hanger or cover 
the cross bar of a wooden hanger. 
If a wire hanger is used place a 
heavy piece of cardboard or a 
thick wad of paper over the cross­ 
bar first to help prevent cross­ 
wise creases on the trousers. Pull 
trousers through the hanger as far 
as the width of the hanger will 
allow so that the thicker part of 
the trousers lies over the hanger 
bar. Creases show less here than 
in the middle of the trouser leg. 
A woman’s suit demands the 
same careful handling, but for the 
skirt, get a special skirt hanger or 
pin the belt in a straight line 
along the cross bar of the hanger. 
If there is no hanger at hand, use 
either a loop at the back of the 
neck portion, to hang the coat or 
place it carefully over the back of 
a chair. 
Save Garment’s Shape 
But 
save 
the 
shape of the 
shoulders and collar—pinch up the 
coat back so that the shoulders 
rest on the corners of the chair. 
Give a good suit regular cleaning 
and pressing service. Dirt grinds 
Into wool and makes it wear out 
more quickly. Select a cleaner that 
does a good Job, and don’t wait 
until the suit is really soiled. More 
drastic—and therefore more wear 
ing cleaning methods are neces­ 
sary for badly soiled suits. 
Moths can undo all the care be 
stowed on woolen garments. Nev 
er leave woolen garments lying 
around on closet shelves. If wool­ 
en garments hang at the back of a 
closet, air and brush them qnce in 
in a while. Always, before storing 
away woolens for a season, have 
them dry-cleaned, or brush and 
air them thoroughly in the sun. 
Store wool things carefully. 
If a member of the household 
is In the armed forces, then it is e 
good idea to dedicate one closet to 
proper storage of suits, overcoats, 
etc. A closet set aside for the stor- j 
age of woolens should have all the 
cracks in the plaster and around-1 
the baseboards filled up and a gas- 
ket on the door so that It shuts 
tightly, or else the door should be

'Give Small Farms A Chance*

years of peace" by cooperating 
with Canada, Latin America, Aus­ 
tralia and Africa in 
producing 
food to the limit. 
Wallace added, “We do not pro­ 
pose to feed a single person any­ 


where in the world who is not 
willing to produce to the extent 
of his ability." 
The vice president asserted “one 
of the easiest and most certain 
ways of increasing farm produc­ 
tion in the United States is through 
giving the small farmers a chance. 
These farmers are only partly em­ 
ployed. To do a real job of farm­ 
ing they need capital and leader­ 
ship. 
The farm security adminis­ 
tration has proved that when these 
small farmers have both capital 
and leadership they step up pro­ 
duction amazingly." 
40% Jump in Goods Urged 
Wallace maintained “there can 
be Jobs for everyone" when vic­ 
tory comes, "but we must plan to 
produce 40 percent more peacetime 
goods than we ever did before. 
“We will have at least three mil­ 
lion new workers, even after wives 
return to their homes and stu­ 
dents to their schools. Each work­ 
er today turns out 25 percent more 
than In 1936. 
Unless we use this 
increased productivity to produce 
much more than we did before the 
war. IO or 12 million workers will 
be without Jobs.

Cities Have Conteets 
Contests exist for most of the 
offices in the four cities, especially 
in Bast Liverpool and Wellsville 
There are a few contests in the 
larger village elections and also 
for some of the township and 
board of education places. In scat­ 
tered sections where no candidates 
filed, the places may be filled by 
“write-in” movements. 
Election board officials pointed 
out today that there Is no mini 
mum vote for an election.

One municipality 
and four school districts are ask 
ing the approval of special levies.

For Men, Women In Service 


Bitlion-DoHar Program Recommended To Congress By 
Roosevelt; President Cites 'Moral Obligation’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct*28—A billion-dollar program to provide post­ 
war educational opportunities for men and women in the armed services 
was recommended to congress Wednesday by President Roosevelt. .. 
Tbs program was developed by a special committee of educators 
which Mr. Roosevelt appointed last November when he signed into law 
the drafting of men 18 and 19 years *--------------------------------------------- 
old. In sending it to the Capitol, 
the President urged prompt legisla­ 
tion to put its broad outlines into 
operation. 
Suggested by the committee, and 
approve# by Mr. Roosevelt, are 
recommendations that the federal 
government make it financially 
possible for every man and woman 
who has served six months or more 
in the armed forces since Sept. 18, 
1940. (effective date of selective 
service) to receive a year's train­ 
ing in an educational institution to 
equip them for gainful pursuits in 
peacetime. 
Responsibilities Pointed Out 
The committee and the President 
also proposed that, In addition 
limited number of service person­ 
nel selected for special aptitudes 
be permitted to carry on their edtu 
cation ;fer an additional one to 
three ywhrs.

The federal government would 
meet not only the educational costs 
but provide money for mainten­ 
ance. 
In a message transmitting the 
committee’s report to congress. Mr. 
Roosevelt Bald he believes the na­ 
tion is “morally obligated’’ to pro­ 
vide training and education and 
necessary financial assistance to 
service personnel, that it Is en 
obligation which should be recog­ 
nized now and that “legislation to 
that end should be enacted as soon 
as possible.” 
“We must replenish our supply 
of persons qualified to discharge 
the heavy responsibilities of the 
post-war 
world,” Mr. Roosevelt 
said. “We have taught our youth 
how to wage war; we also must 
teach them how to live useful and 
happy lives in freedom, .Justice 
and decency.” 
Morale Factor Cited 
While the successful conclusion 
of the war is by no means, within 
sight, the President said, it may 
be well said that “the time to pre­ 
pare for peace is at the height of 
war."
